Tbe Emperor, in his address to-day, re- 
called the fact that it was the anniversary 
of the battle of Woerth, and said; ‘ To- 
day 5 new victory is being celebrated.

POISONING EPIDEMIC IN INDIA. 

New York, August 9.—A Tribune special 
from Calcutta saya: The epidemic of 
poisoning which broko out early ‘in the 
yonr has now extended to a largo portion of 
India, and through many districts a virtual 
reign of terror exists. At more than half 
tho railway stations buyo ‘placards are 
displayed saying, not os in Amorica,- 
‘beware of pickpockets,’ but ‘beware of 
poigonera,’ A detailed warning is alao given 
to travelers against accepling the hospitality 
of tho natives or purchaaing drinks or 
catables of any, kind. 

Theee precautions aro rondered necessary 
by the fact that organized bands of poi- 
suncrs have infested the railways, peddling 
fruit, cnkes, drinks, ete., to passengers 
chieily aot the stations. Their wares are 
poisoned, and scores of persons have mot 
death at their hands. Moreover, tho ins 
habitants of tho villages thomselves have 
tnken up the trade and poison thosa whom 
they receiva og guests. In thoso latter 
cases the object appoars to bo plunder, but 
in the former il can only be simply a desire 
to murder, since the polsonera have no op- 
portunity to rob the bodies of their victims. 

A perfect manis for eu 1 crimos has for 
some time prevailed on nearly-#l! routes of 
travel throughout India, and in apite of the 
police tho horrible trade is stil} pursucd. 
Phoro is also a mania fur poisoning for all 
sorta of purposes: for vengeance, far 
plunder, for torture, for tho fulfillment of 
religious views. In many cages food ox- 
posed in the markets haa been poisoned 
wholesale. The reporis of the Government 
chemist who. analyzes all articles seized on 
suspicion of poison aro mnst startling in 
character and give such rw picture of human 
dopravity as cun scarcely be found else- 
whore.
